AND fince the moſt Chriſtian King was never more deſirous of any thing, 
than that the Peace be Firni and Inviolable, the ſaid King Promiſes and A- 
grees for Himſelf and His Succeflors, That He will on no Account wharſo- 
ever diſturb the ſaid King of Greet-Britain in the free Poflefiion of the King- 
doms, Countries, Lands or Dominions which He now Enjoys. and there- 
fore engages His Henour, vpon the Faith and Word of a King, that He will 
not giveor Aﬀord any Aſſiſtance, diredly or indireGly, to any Enemy or 
Eremies of the ſaid King of Gr-at-Britainz And that He will in no_ manner, 
whatiocever fayour the Cant pit acics Or ride which any :bels, Or 11] diſpo- 
ſed Perſons, may.in any Place Excite or Contrive againſt the {aid King ; And 
for that End Promiſes and Engages, That He will not Affiſt with Arms, Ships, 
Ammunition, Proviſions, or Money, or in any other way, by Sea or Land, 
any Perſon or Perſons, who ſhall hereafter, under any pretence whatſoever, 
Diſturb or Moleſtthe ſaid King of Great-Britain in the free and full Poſſeſſion 
of His Kingdoms, Countries, Lands and Dominions.

THAT there bea free uſe of Navigation and Commerce between the Sub- 
jects of both the ſaids Kings, as was formerly in the time of Peace, and be- 
fore the Declaration of the Jate War, ſo that every one of them may freely 
cctne into the Kingdoms, Marts, Ports and Rivers of either of the faid Kings 
with their Verchandiſes, and -may there Continue and Trade without any 
Moleſtation, and ſhall Uſe and Enjoy all Liberties, Immunities and Priviled- 
ges granted by Solemn Treaties, and Antient Cuſtom.

[THAT the ordinary Adminiftration of Juſtice ſhall be Reſtored and ſet 
open, throughout the Kingdemsand Dominions of both Kings, ſo that itſhal 
be Free for all the Subjedts of Either, to Claim and Obtain their Rights, 
'Pretentions and Actions, according to the Laws, Cenſtitutiens and Statutes 
ofeach Kingdom.| | | 
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The Moft Chriſtian King ſhall reftore to the ſaid King of Creat-Britew, all 


Countries, Iſlands, Forts and Colonies whereſoever Situated, which the Ez- 
zliſþ did Poſſeſs before the Declaration of thispreſent War. Andin like ma- 
ner the King of Great-Britain ſhall Reſtore to the moſt Chriſtian King all 
Countries, Iſlands, Forts and Colonies whereſceyer Situated, which the French 
did Poſſeſs before the ſaid Declaration of War. And this Reſtitution ſhall be 
made on both Sides, within the Space of Six Months,. or iooner if 1t can be 
done. Andto that end immediately after the Ratification of this Treaty, 
each of the ſaid Kings ſhall Deliver, or caule to beDelivered tothe other, or 
to Cormilſlioners Authorized in His Name for that Purpoſe, All Ads of Con- 
ce{ſ.on, In{truments, and neceflary Orders, duly Made and in proper Form; 
ſo that they may have their Effect.

COMMISSIONERS ſhall be appointed on both ſides,to Fxamine and De- 
termine the R.ightsand Pretenſions which either of the ſaid Kings hath to 
the Places Situated in Hadſons-Bayz But the Pofeſſicn of thoſe Places which 
weretaken by the French, during the Feace that preceded this preſent War, 
and where retaken by the Exgl:zſþ, during this War, ſhall be left to the 
French , by virtue of the Foregoing Article.

Execution of the {aid Capitulation, and the. vote of rhe Goods ttcre loſt, 
ſhall be adjudged and derermined by the ſaid Commiſſioners; who immedi- 
ately after the Rarification of the preſent Treaty, ſhall be Inveſted with ſuffi 
cient Authority for ſettling the Limits and Confines of the Lands tobe reſto- 


red on either ſide, by virtue of the foregoing Article, and likewiſe for ex- 


changing of Lands, as may conduce tothe mutual Intereſt and Advantage of 
both Kings.

And to this end the Commiſhoners, ſo appointed, ſhall within the ſpace of 
Three Months from the Rarification of the preſent Treaty, meet in the Ciry 
of London, and within Six Months, to be reckoned from their Firſt Meeting, 
ſhall Determine all Difterences and Diſputes which may ariſe concerning this 
matter 3 After which, the Articles the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall Agree to, 
ſhalt be Ratified by both Kings, and ſhall havethe ſame Force and Vigour, as 
if they were inſerted Word tor Word in the preſent Treaty.

ALL Letters, as well of Reprifal as of Marque and Counter-Marque, which 
hitherto have for any cauſe been granted on either (ide, ſhall be, and remain 
Null and Void 3 Nor ſhall any the like Letters be hereafter granted by either 
of the ſaid Kings againſt the Subjects of the Other, unleſs it be firſt made 
manifeſt, that Right hath been denyed ; andir ſhall not be taken for a denial 
of Right, unleſs the Petition of the Perſon, who defires Letters of Repriſal 
to be granted to him, be firſt ſhewd to the Miniſter, reſiding there on the part 
of the King, againſt whoſe SubjeRs thoſe Letters are defired; That within 
the ſpace of Four Months or ſooner, he may inquire into the contrary, or pro- 
cure that ſatisfaction be made with all {peed tromrthe party offending, tothe 
Complainant. But if the King againſtwhoſe Subjedts Repriſals are demanded, 
have no Miviſter reſiding there, Letters of Repriſal ſhall not be granted, till 
after the ſpaceof Four Months. to be Reckoned from the Day on which his 


Petition was made an} preſented to the King, againſt whoſe Subje&s Repri-. 
fals are deſired, or to his Privy Council. OO 
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For cutting off all Matter of Diſpute and Contention, which may ariſe concern- 
ing the Reſtitution of Ships, Mecchandiſes, and other Moveable Goods, which ci- 
ther Party may complain to be taken and detained from the other, in Countries, 
and on Coaſts far diſtant, after the Peace is concluded, and before it be notified 
there ; All Ships, Merchandiſes, and other Moveable Goods, which ſhall be ta- 
ken by gicher ſide, after the Signing and Publication of the prefent Treaty, with- 
in the ſpace of Twelve days in the Britiſh and North Seas, as far as the Cape Sr. 
Vincent; Within the ſpace of Ten Weeks beyondthe ſaid Cape, and on this tide of 
the Equino#ial Line or Equator, as well in the Ocean and Mediterranean Sea as elſe- 
where ; Laſtly, Within the ſpace of Six Months beyond the ſaid Line throughour 
the whole World, ſhall belong and remain unto the Poſſeſſors, without any Exce- 
ption or further Diſtin&ion of Time or Place, or any Conſideration to be had of 


Reſtitutian or Compenſation.

But if it happens through Inadvertency or Imprudence, or any other Cauſe 
whatever,that any Subject of either of theſaid Two Kings,ſhall do or commit any 
thing by Land or Sea, or on Freſh Water, any where, - contrary to the preſent 
Treaty, or that any Particular Article thereof is- not Fulfilled ; This Peace and 
good Correſpondence between the ſaid Two —_ ſhall not on that Account be 
Interrupted or Infringed, - but ſhall remain in its former Force, Strength and Vi- 
gour, and the faid Subje& only ſhall Anſwer for his own Fat, and undergo the 
Puniſhment to be Inflicted, according to the Cuſtom and Law of Nations.

Bur if ( which God forbid ) the Differences now Compoſed between the ſaid 
Kings ſhould atany time be renewed, and break out into: open War, the Ships, 
Merchandiſes, and all kind of Moveable Goods of either Party; which #hall be 
found to he and remain in the Porrsand Dominions of the: Adverſe Party, ſhall 


not be Confiſcated or brought under any Itcuurcniency,, but. the whole ſpace of 


Six Months {hall be allowed to the Subjects of both of the ſaid Kings, that they 
may carry away and Tranſport the foreſaid Goods,and any. thingelfe thar is theirs, 
whither they ſhall think fir, without any Moleſtatiqn. 
XIIL 

For what concerns the Principality of Orazpe,and other Lands and Dominions be- 
longing to the ſaid King of Great-Britain; The ſeparate Article of the "Treaty of 
Nzjmeguen,, concluded between the moſt Chriftian:King-and the States' General: of 
the United Provinces the 1cth day of 4#gu# 16758. thall, according to its Form 
and Tenor, have full Effet, and all things rthatthave been Innovated and Altered,, 
ſhall be reftored as they were before. All Decrees, Ediets, and other Acts, of 
what kind ſoever they be, without exception, which are 1n any manner contrary 
to the ſaid Treaty, or were mads after the Concluſion thereof, ſball hs held to be 
Null'and Void, without any Revival or Eonſequence for the future : And all 
things ſhall be reſtored'co the ſaid King in the fame ſtate, and in the fame man- 
ner, as he held and enjoyed them before he- was diſpoileſied thereof in the time 


of the War,which wasended by the faid "Treaty of Nimegaen,or which he ought to 


have held and enjoyed according ts the ſaid Treaty. Andthat an end may be put 
to. all Trouble, Differences, Proceſſes and Queſtions, which may arils concerning 


the ſame, Both the ſaid Kings will name Commiſſioners, who, with full and fum- 
mary Power, may compoſe and ſettle all theſe Matrers. And foralmuch as by 
the: Anthority of the moſt Chriſtian King, the King. of Great-Britain was hinder- 


ed from enjoying the Revenues, Rights, and Profits, as well of His Principality of 
Orange, as of other His Dominions, which after the Concluſion of the Treaty of 


Nimexuer, until the, Declarationof the preſent, War, were under the Power ot the 


aid moſt Chriſtian King, The faid. moſt Chriſtian King will Reftore, and cauſe 
to be Reſtored in rgality, with Effe&, and with the Intereſt due, all thoſe Reve- 
nues, Rights and Profits, according to the Declarations and Verifications that ſha 
be made before the ſaid Commiſſioners. =
